“With some years of progperity 
Canada has become largely a nation 
of spenders, and had lost sight of the 
old-fashioned virtue of saving, In 
order to reduce the debt of nearly two 
billion dollars which we. shall have vat 
the end of ‘demobilization, we shall 
have to greatly increase both’ our na- 
tional production and our national 
savings.
